The intake pipes terminate on 
a line with the outside piers, and when 
the river is at a certain stage the sand, 
drift, etc., drops down on the pipes. 
Tho cheapest way to remedy the matter 
would be to remove the piers. The 
water works board Is willing to take 
them out at their own expense, if the 
government will give them permission.

Entrekin to move the office 
to Ohillioothe in the near future. 


The Ohillicothe Gazette says that 


"In regard to the appointments, Ool. 
Entrekin has agreed upon (our of the 
seven, which come within his jurisdic- 
tion. Capt. A. F. Kendall, [of Ports- 
omuth, will be chief deputy, at a sal- 
ary of $1,800 per year, and will be on 
hand tomorrow at Springfield to as- 
sume his duties. 
Oapt. Kendall has 


seen long service in the internal rev- 
enue department, and for fifteen years 
was chief deputy under Col. fl. F. 
Ooates. Later, he filled the same posi- 
tion with Hon. Marona Boggs, and for 
a term of eight years. He is thor- 
oughly efficient, and by reason of his ex- 
tensive knowledge of the duties of the 
office, it will not be necessary 'for Col. 
Entrekin to remain contimiouly in 
Springfield, should the office remain 
there. However, Jan 
effort will be 


made to remove the office to this city, 
the secretary of the treasury having 
been petitioned on this soore, and the 
request will probably be granted.

As you 
will understand, it is a fishing resort 
and everybody fishes—ladies, gentle- 
men and .children. 
The hotel 
is 


always supplied with fish, brought in 
by the guests, and to aay that it is well 
supplied would be putting it rather 
mildly.

luck, and as there are a number of them 
here, you can imagine how liberally 
we are supplied, with fisb.

The Ulrtliplaco of Eolg. 


Professor G. B. Grassi of Rome re- 


cently received the Darwin medal from 
tho Eoyal society in London in recogni- 
tion of his biological discoveries. "The 
most astonishing case," says Nature, 
"is that of the common eel, tho devel- 
opment of which had been a mystery 
since the days of Aristotle." It was 
known that large cols pass from rivers 
into the sea, and that young eels, called 
in England 
'elverd,' 
ascend rivers 


from the sea. But no cue before Grassi 
had been able to find out how elvers 
were produced. The Italian naturalist, 
taking advantage of the currents near 
tho straits of Messina, which occasion- 
ally bring to the surface inhabitants of 
the deep waters, discovered that the 
eels which pass out of rivers arc not 
fully grown, as they had been supposed 
to be, but that they attain complete de- 
velopment after entering the sea. There 
their eggs are hatched, the young tak- 
ing at first a larval form which is iden- 
tified with leptoccphalus, formerly sup- 
posed to be a distinct genus. Afterward 
the leptocephali undergo transformation 
into elvers, or yotmg eels, in which 
state they quit the sea for the rivers."

Estimate of * Man's Worth Aoo*rdtng to 


His Faculty of Ob»«rvlnj. 


It ie said that however wisely Prof. 


.Agossiz, the famous zoologist, might 
differ In his opinions from another 
scientist, he never undervalued any 
contribution wliich a 
scientific op- 


ponent made to zoology. 


He extended the fame oi. Owen, the 


eminent English, zoologist^ in this coun- 
try, by enthusiastically pointing1 out 
to all questioners his grounds for a sin- 
cere admiration of that scientist, and 
it was only by chance that his auditors 
learned how widely Agaeelz' opinions 
differed from Owen's on certain, much- 
disputed questions. 


But for amateurs who took facts at 


eeoond-hand and built Tip systems by 
combining1 the discoveries of various 
•specialists hi science he hod a some- 
what contemptuous indifference. One 
of his friends asked him on one occa- 
sion how he felt about the attack which 
had been made on his scientific position 
by a certain accomplished scholar who 
:had studied the different theories ad- 
'vanced by eminent zoologists, and had 
decided that Agazzlz must te iwnked in 
the second clans. 


To the amazement of bis friend, who 


regarded the attack as a matter of con- 
siderable seriousness, Agassiz burst 
into a roar of laughter.
